The 2700 square foot 
station is located on the 
grounds of the Hayes 
Township Hall on Major 
Douglas Sloan Rd. and is 
attached to the existing 
fire station. The station 
when operational will be 
manned 24 hours a day 
and will significantly 
shorten the response time 
to emergencies that occur 
north of the Charlevoix 
drawbridge. Historically 
the ambulance service has 
had to cope with the an- 
nual summer crush of 
traffic and the regular op- 
erations of the draw- 
bridge. 

On those occasions 
when the bridge is not in 
service an ambulance 
must be dispatched 
around Lake Charlevoix 
and stationed in Hayes or 
Charlevoix Township to 
respond to calls for serv- 
ice from the area. In the 
winter, severe weather 
makes travel from the 
main station in downtown 
Charlevoix hazardous and 


increases the time it takes 
to get to an emergency. 

It is anticipated that 
construction will take 
about 10 months and the 
station will open in early 
2023. 

In an emergency sec- 
onds matter and the new 
station will improve the 
already great service to 
the residents of Hayes and 
Charlevoix Townships.

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If you notice yourself feel- 
ing more chipper in the 
warmer months, you’re defi- 
nitely not alone.

San Francisco 
nights can get pretty cold, of 
course, and by the next 
morning the soda had 
frozen. Frank discovered, 
much to his delight, that the 
“ice pop” was sweet and 
tasty. He originally called it 
the “Epsicle,” combining his 
own name with icicle. 


The industrious young 
man started making and 
selling his treats locally and 
they were quite popular. In 
the early 1920s, he expanded 
his market, selling the “Ep- 
sicle” at nearby Neptune 
Beach Amusement Park, 
which ironically is also the 
place where the snow cone 
made its premier. Frank, 


now a young father and en- 
trepreneur, applied for a 
patent for his Epsicle and re- 
ceived one. He changed the 
name, though, to “popsicle” 
because that’s what his chil- 
dren called the treats, liter- 
ally “pop’s sicle.” In the U.S., 
cherry still reigns as the No. 
1 popsicle flavor. 

Here are some other inter- 
esting summer fun facts: 

—The most popular sum- 
mer vacation is still going to 
the beach or to the ocean. 
Other popular summer va- 
cations include visiting a fa- 
mous city, touring or 
camping at national parks, 
escaping to a lake, or going 
to a resort. 

— When are the hottest 
days of summer in the U.S.? 
According to the National 
Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration, most loca- 
tions in the continental U.S. 
experience their warmest 
days between July 15 and 
July 31. 

—The “dog days of sum- 
mer” refer to the weeks be- 
tween July 3 and August 11 
and are named after the Dog 
Star (Sirius) in the Canis 
Major constellation. The an- 
cient Greeks blamed Sirius 
for the hot temperatures, 
drought, discomfort, and 
sickness that occurred dur- 
ing the summer. 

—According to Rolling

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Governor Whitmer Seeks Presidential Disaster 
Declaration to Further Help Residents and 
Businesses Impacted by Gaylord Tornado 


LANSING, Mich. — Gov- 
ernor Gretchen Whitmer 
today requested that Presi- 
dent Joe Biden declare a 
major disaster for Otsego 
County following an EF-3 
tornado last month. The re- 
quest comes at the conclu- 
sion of an in-depth 
assessment of damage to 
the area. 

“We are doing every- 
thing in our power to se- 
cure all available 
assistance for the people of 
Gaylord as quickly as possi- 
ble,” said Governor Whit- 
mer. “A presidential 
declaration would open up 
additional federal re- 
sources necessary to help 
the Gaylord community re- 
cover. Tough times call for 
tough people, and I know 
that the Michiganders in 
Gaylord will get through 
this. Let’s keep working to- 
gether to support all of the 
ongoing efforts to recover 
and rebuild.” 

Governor Whitmer has 
requested supplementary 
federal aid in the form of 
Individual Assistance to 
help eligible residents. If 
federal aid is granted, as- 
sistance can include grants 
for temporary housing and 
home repairs, low-cost 
loans to cover uninsured 
property losses and other 


programs to help people 
and businesses recover 
from the effects of the tor- 
nado. 

“As the tornado broke 
down buildings in Otsego 
County, it uprooted fami- 
lies from their homes, dis- 
rupted livelihoods of 
workers at damaged busi- 
nesses, and, saddest of all, 
took two lives,” said State 
Representative Ken Borton, 
R-Gaylord. “The destruc- 
tion was awful. I’ve been 
working closely with others 
in our community, and we 
appreciate the support 
from Governor Whitmer’s 
administration. A major 
disaster declaration from 
the federal government will 
help us rebuild Gaylord.” 

At the governor’s re- 
quest, the Michigan State 
Police’s Emergency Man- 
agement and Homeland Se- 
curity Division 
(MSP/EMHSD) conducted 
a joint Preliminary Dam- 
age Assessment with fed- 
eral and local officials to 
review and assess the scope 
of the damage to homes 
and businesses in the Gay- 
lord area. 

The teams conducted 
their assessments on May 
25. State officials reviewed 
the results and determined 
the extent of damage and

TITLE INSURANCE 


You do, but 
make sure 

you know your 
options 


During the real estate 
transaction (especially if 
your're a first-time buyer), 
you're hit with so many for- 
eign terms, fees and re- 
quirements your head 
spins. One of those strange 
and unfamiliar costs is title 
insurance. In most cases, 
borrowers have no op- 
tion—either you get title 
insurance (among other re- 
quirements) or you don't 
get a loan. 

The lender says you need 
it, you want the loan to go 
though, so you buy title in- 
surance. Great. So what is 
title insurance? 

When you buy a home 
you want to make sure that 
the people selling it actu- 
ally have full and legal 
title. The party who con- 
ducts closing will check 
this out by going down to 
the local property records 
office to research the his- 
tory of ownership. 

But those records down 
at the property office may 
be official, but they may 
also be wrong. It's also pos- 
sible that the person who 
does the title search can 
make a mistake and also 
that important information 
may simply not be 
recorded. 

For instance, maybe a 
bill against the property 
was not recorded or some 
taxes were not been paid. 
Or, suppose that 40 years 
ago the property you want 
to purchase was owned by 
Smith. Let's also imagine 
that Smith was a bigamist 
with an extra spouse. Will 
this matter show up on the 
local property records? Not 
likely. Does the additional 
Smith spouse have an own- 
ership claim against the 
property? That may only 
be clear after a lot of legal 


wrangling—and if you 
lose, you could lose the 
house. 

There may be other odd 
and bizarre claims as well. 
Was an owner an alco- 
holic? Insane? A drug 
user? Is there a contractor 
with a claim against the 
property? Such issues can 
"cloud" titles and neither 
lenders nor owners want 
clouds. 

One form of title insur- 
ance, "lenders" coverage, is 
designed to protect (who 
else?) your lender in case 
of title problems. 
"Lenders" coverage is re- 
quired and generally pro- 
vides protection up to the 
original mortgage 
amount—if you buy a 
home for $300,000 and get a 
$250,000 mortgage, then 
$250,000 is as much cover- 
age as you can get witha 
lender's policy. If there's a 
claim, the title insurer will 
fight on your behalf and if 
there's a claim the policy 
will pay off the loan if nec- 
essary. This is good news 
for you because you won't 
owe the lender a dime if 
you lose in court. 

But there are also some 
options. 

For instance, you can 
also get "owners" coverage. 
This will protect your eq- 
uity—that $50,000 in the ex- 
ample above not covered 
by the lender's policy. And 
you can often get an "infla- 
tion rider" with an owner's 
policy—as the value of 
your home goes up, so does 
the value of your title cov- 
erage. 

While title insurance is 
required by virtually all 
lenders, there is one big ex- 
ception: Loans made in 
Iowa. In Iowa, the state 
says that attorneys and 
others who do title work 
must participate in a title 
guarantee program. If 
there's a title error, the 
state fund provides cover- 
age.

Our goal is and always has been, to provide to 
you a safe and dependable supply of drinking 
water. 


In its effort to supply you with the safest possible 
product, the City of East Jordan chlorinates the 
water supply against potential contamination 
from viruses and bacteria. The level of this addi- 
tive is monitored daily to ensure proper dosages 
are being added. Iron is an abundant and wide- 
spread constituent of rocks and soil in Northern 
Michigan. At sufficient concentrations, iron can 
adversely affect the taste of water and bever- 
ages and can leave rust-colored stains on laun- 
dry, plumbing fixtures and porcelain. 


Our water source is groundwater that is drawn 
from two different aquifers by three wells located 
in various parts of our City. The susceptibility of 
our wells ranges from moderately low to moder- 
ate. 


MONITORING INFORMATION 

The City of East Jordan routinely monitors for 
contaminants in your drinking water according to 
Federal and State laws. The tables on the fol- 
lowing pages show results of our monitoring for 
the period of January 1st to December 31st, 
2021. 


Drinking water, including bottled water, may rea- 
sonably be expected to contain at least small 
amounts of some contaminants. The presence 
of contaminants does not necessarily indicate 
that water poses a health risk.

erals and, in some cases, radioactive material 
and can pick up substances resulting from the 
presence of animals or from human activity. 


Contaminants that may be present in source 
water: 


Microbial contaminants, such as viruses and

PFAS 
Per-and polyfluoroalkyl substances (PFAS) are 
a group of man-made chemicals that includes 
PFOA, PFOS, GenX, and many other chemi- 


cals. PFOA and PFOS have been the most ex- 
tensively produced and studied of these chemi- 
cals. Both chemicals are very persistent in the 
environment and in the human body - meaning 
they don’t break down and they can accumulate 
over time. There is evidence that exposure to 
PFAS can lead to adverse human health effects. 


Studies indicate that PFOA and PFOS can 
cause reproductive and developmental, liver, 
and kidney, and immunological effects in labora- 
tory animals. The most consistent findings from 
human epidemiology studies are increased cho- 
lesterol levels among exposed populations, with 
more limited findings related to infant birth 
weights, effects on the immune system, cancer 
(for PFOA), and thyroid hormone disruption (for 
PFOS). 


In 2021, water samples were taken from each of 
the City’s municipal wells, and PFAS chemicals 
were NOT DETECTED in East Jordan. For more
